Th»* annual report of the secretary 
of the Minnesota Library Commis­ 
sion. Miw* Gratia Countryman, ex* 
presses the disapfFointment off the 
commission at the cutting down of 
the annual appropriation from 95,OG0 
a year to 93,590. Attention is called 
to the fact that Wisconsin raised the 
appropriation for its commission to 
99,000. In consequence of this re­ 
duction the report says, no new 
lines of work can be opened up, 
work ear,not o** pressed, isolated and

places 
cannot be 
looked up. 
But meanwhile office 
work, has increased and the work 
already begun has grown of its own 
accord with flattering results.
